What a strenuous world it is coming to be is shown by the 


.campaign in Washington lo have the public schools teach _lhe 
arl of crossing a slrcc! withoul gelling run over. There is a 
new association with a "reach and leach" slogan, which has 
set itself lo spread the "gospel of caulion." Us creed is, "Train 
the children in making Hie streets safe, and a generation from 
now slreet safety will be taken as a matter pi course." But 
"street safety" seems to mean skill in evjk'litijj street dangers. 
Women interested in Ihe movement areTiV'visil all Ihe schools 
in the District of Columbia, making ten-minute talks and 
leaving cards of admonition lo be distributed,. They will also 
"reach and ieach" the parents. In :ttlf|i!$n. Ihe teachers are 
giving instruction, showing the pupils;j)o(\^) choose the right 
moment and to look both ways. On every'desk is a blotter 
with a list of "Don'ls," anil some of Ihe children are writing 
compositions on the arl of dodging 'a-iilhiniibiles and trolley 
cars—an elaborate science of strategy and tactics may lie ex- 
pected to result. The Boy Scouts are making a special study 
of slreet safely, and Ihose who successfully pass an examina- 
tion in Ihe subject will be set lo insjrucjing the less expert. 
Ways have been found lo readi flikf.hM'il}ai least 10,000 of 
the 55,000 children in Ihe schools of .Ihe,^District, and Ihe rest 
will.he looked out for as rapidly as possible.—Springfield 
Republican.
